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Health worker hits out 
over dumped needles

SIX used syringes, some with 
drugs still inside, were found 
dumped in a Haverhill street - 
leading one health worker to hit 
back at police for refusing to help 
her. 

Samantha Notley, a health care 
assistant at West Suffolk Hospi¬ 
tal, noticed the needles between 
Woodcock Close and Rosefinch 
Close on her way to pick up her 
car from a friend’s house on Sun¬ 
day morning. 

Despite calling the police im¬ 
mediately to report the discarded 
syringes and being assured they 
would be collected, Mrs Notley 
found them still there more than 
two hours later. 

She said: “First of all I rang and 
told them they were there. They 
said they’d deal with it. I got back 
two-and-a-half to three hours lat¬ 
er and they were still on the road. 

“I said to my husband ‘we can’t 
leave them’, I found drugs still 
there in the syringes.” 

Mrs Notley says she was wor¬ 
ried about the danger the needles 
presented to passing children. 

“There are kids always walking 


up and down those roads. As I was 
cleaning up, walking by were a kid 
and a mum - she was only wear¬ 
ing flip flops.” 

“I found a bit of paper, ‘how to 
use a one mil hit kit’.” 

After collecting the needles in a 
plastic bottle, Mrs Notley and her 
husband Brian went back down to 
Haverhill police station and used 
the yellow telephone outside to 
contact Suffolk police again. 

She said: “I told them what I had 
found and was told there was no- 
one around that could help me 
and I was told to discard them. 
I asked how I could do that, she 
went off to speak to someone, 
came back and told me to put 
them in the bin.” 

Mrs Notley refused and felt that 
was too dangerous with what ap¬ 
peared to be drugs still in two of 
the syringes. When she told the 
operator she worked in a hospi¬ 
tal she says she was told to simply 
take the syringes to work with her 
to dispose of them. 

Mrs Notley was concerned 
about taking the syringes to work 
and refused, worried about the 
possibility of being pulled over 
and having drugs in her car. 

A Suffolk Constabulary spokes¬ 


man said: “We can confirm we re¬ 
ceived a call from a member of the 
public at 10.10am on Sunday re¬ 
porting she had found about half 
a dozen syringes in the Woodcock 
Close area of Haverhill. 

“Staff at the local council were 
contacted to arrange their collec¬ 
tion. We would always ask mem¬ 
bers of the public to report found 
syringes to their local council to 
arrange specialist collection.” 

Mrs Notley has hit out at a lack 
of clarity about who to go to and 
what to do in these situations. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council is responsible for needle 
disposal but Mrs Notely did not 
feel this was clear enough, nor 
did she believe the presence of a 
sharps bin was well known. 

She said: “There’s a service ap¬ 
parently to get rid of needles and 
a sharps bin at Jubilee Walk. I 
thought police would have known 
about it.” 

A spokesman for the borough 
council said they had sent out an 
officer, but when they arrived the 
needles were no longer there. 

Mrs Notley and her husband 
were eventually able to dispose of 
the needles safely with the help of 
Boots and Haverhill pharmacy.

BIN IT: Suffolk police want to take knives off the streets 


Knife amnesty 
across county 


SUFFOLK police are crack¬ 
ing down on knife crime 
with a week of action in¬ 
cluding a knife amnesty 
across the county. 

Operation Sceptre is part 
of a national week of activ¬ 
ity to highlight the risks that 
carrying a blade can bring 
as well as targeting people 
who use and carry knives. 

Superintendent Kerry 
Cutler, lead for Operation 
Sceptre at Suffolk police, 
said: “There is no excuse 
to carry a knife in Suffolk. 
Knife crime can have dev¬ 
astating consequences and 
if you are found illegally in 
possession of a knife you 
will be arrested, put before 
the court and brought to 
justice.

“Knives do not keep you 
safe - quite the opposite. 
By carrying a knife you are 
putting yourself in much 
greater danger, being more 
likely to become involved in 
a violent situation and get 
injured yourself. 

“This week of activity is 
part of our ongoing com¬ 
mitment to disrupt crimi¬ 
nal gangs and take as many 
knives and weapons off our 
streets as possible. 

“There are a number of 
knife amnesty bins in place 
across the county and I 
would encourage people 
to use them and help us to 


keep Suffolk safe.” 

Trading standards are 
working with police to help 
educate shop owners about 
the importance of challeng¬ 
ing underage customers 
and making sure all their 
knife and blade sales are 
within the law. 

Since the Bin a Blade cam¬ 
paign was launched in 2011, 
well over 17,000 bladed 
items have been deposited. 

As part of the campaign 
which runs until May 6, 
police are asking anyone 
with information on knife 
crime in their community 
to contact Suffolk police on 
101, or pass information to 
Crimestoppers anonymous¬ 
ly on 0800 555 111. In an 
emergency, always dial 999.

Month's crime figures show decrease 


CRIME in Haverhill fell in 
February, according to the 
latest safer neighbourhood 
team report. 

The month saw robbery, 
violence with injury, 
serious sex offences and 


anti-social behaviour all 
decreased slightly from the 
previous month. 

Robbery fell from two to 
one, violence with injury 
from 29 to 27, sex offences 
from five to three and anti¬ 


social behaviour from 36 to 
28 cases. 

Between January and 
February only burglary 
increased, rising from 
three to four reported 
cases.

A HAVERHILL couple have 
completed a mammoth 
walking challenge, com¬ 
pleting 65 miles (106 km) in 
just 32 hours. 

Vanessa and Stephen 
Boulton took on the Isle 
of Wight challenge to raise 
money for Cancer Research 
in memory of her dad Colin 
who died from cancer in 
August, after an eight-year 
battle.

Sitting on the sofa in Sep¬ 
tember last year Stephen 
turned to Vanessa and 
asked her if she wanted to 
do something to remember 
her dad and so began their 
journey to the Isle of Wight 
challenge. 

Vanessa, who owns All- 
4Paws in Haverhill, said 
they supported Cancer Re¬ 
search because “not many 
people now know some-

body who hasn’t battled 
cancer in some way, shape 
or form”. 

The couple started walk¬ 
ing at 8.40am on Saturday 
and completed the walk at 
5.12pm on Sunday. 

Vanessa said: “It was 
more hard work mentally 
than physically. My fit bit 
went mad! I think over the 
time we burned just over 
10,000 calories.” 

The physical toll on both 
their bodies was immense. 
With 54km to go, Vanessa 
pulled both her hamstrings 
and husband Stephen had 
blisters so bad he got an in¬ 
fection afterwards. 

The couple relied heavily 
on each other to overcome 
the numerous mental 
stumbling blocks they en¬ 
countered during the walk. 

Vanessa said: “We are 
both in a little bit of dis¬ 
belief that we completed it 
and are so proud of each 


other and ourselves of do¬ 
ing it. My husband says we 
dragged each other around. 

“But when I had my low 
points he was still feeling 
OK. He talked me round 
and when he had his low 
parts I told him ‘you can do 
it, you’ll be fine. We picked 
each other up, we worked 
together as a team.” 

The couple wanted to 
thank everyone who sup¬ 
ported them and are keen 
to do the challenge again 
next year. 

Vanessa said: “We want 
to thank everyone that has 
supported us throughout 
the time of training. A lot of 
Haverhill people supported 
us and we would like to 
thank them for their sup¬ 
port.”

RECOVERING: Heidi Ince before being released 
from hospital 

'From near 
death to 
Disney 
in a week'

INCREDIBLE mum-of-four Heidi Ince nearly 
died from anaphylactic shock in February 
but just six days after being released from in¬ 
tensive care she took her children to Disney 
in a celebration of life. 

Heidi, from Haverhill, was getting ready for 
bed on the night her life took a drastic turn 
when suddenly her skin started to itch and 
burn. 

Within minutes Heidi’s life was hanging in 
the balance - her tongue began to swell and 
her airways closed. 

She said: “It was quite a scare, quite trau¬ 
matic. I just started to itch, it was indescrib¬ 
able how this burning itch was, it was all 
over my body from the soles of my feet to the 
palms of my hands. I got my son to get a knife 
to scrape at myself. I started to feel short of 
breath, my tongue started to swell. Within a 
matter of minutes my son, Oliver, called the 
ambulance.” 

A paramedic arrived and immediately 
starting pumping adrenalin into Heidi to 
try and control the reaction, but noth¬ 
ing worked. The paramedic used up all the 
adrenalin in her pack and desperately called 
for the ambulance to hurry, worried that she 
may lose her. 

Heidi had to intubated in theatre because 
of the severity of her reaction. She went into 
cardiac arrest twice and was put into an in¬ 
duced coma in intensive care. 

Her first question upon waking was ‘did 
I miss Disney?’ The determined mum to 
Charles, Oliver, Louie and Grace made sure 
the family holiday went ahead. 

lust six days after her release from inten¬ 
sive care she took her children to Disneyland 
Paris. “I went from death to Disney in a week 
but those memories will last a lifetime, that’s 
the most important thing, to create memo¬ 
ries.” 

Heidi says she owes her life to the East of 
England Ambulance Service and is hosting a 
family fun day on Sunday, May 7, at the New 
Croft in Haverhill in partnership with Haver¬ 
hill Rovers to raise money for the service and 
Haverhill Rovers’ youth teams.

Town's rail 
plans take a

T HIS is the all-new Audi Q5 SUV 
which is the second generation 
of one of Audi's biggest-selling 
motors on sale in the UK now. 

It may look much like the outgoing 
Q5 but Audi says it is all new from the 
ground up and comes with the latest 
technology available, is lighter and 
more fuel efficient and offers more 
interior space for passengers and 
possessions. 

Despite a slight all-round increase 
in dimensions the new Q5 comes 
in around 90kg lighter than the first 
generation model which means it is a 
little bit more nimble on the move. 

Audi has aimed the new Q5 
squarely against the likes of the BMW 
X3, Land Rover Discovery Sport 
and even the Jaguar F-PACE in the 
premium SUV sector and my first 
impression is that it is up there with 
the best. 

Initially there is a choice of two fuel 
systems for UK buyers, the 2.0 TFSI 
252bhp petrol turbo, or the 2.0 TDI 
oil-burner, with more derivatives to 
follow later, including hybrid drive 
models. The diesel line-up has a 
starting price of £37,240 and the 
petrol comes in at £37,990. 

Both offer top class performance. 
The TDI with seven-speed S tronic 
gearing can hit 62mph in just 7.9 
second and on to a top whack of 
135mph. It produces 133 g/km of 
C02, while the petrol version hits 


62mph in just 6.3 seconds and on to 
147mph, with C02 coming in at 1 59 
g/km. 

Audis are all about classy interiors 
with the best fit and finish and quality 
materials being utilised and the new 
Q5 is no exception. 

There is ample head and legroom 
in the Q5 for four bigger than normal 
adults to feel comfortable and 
boot space is exceptionally good, 
easily swallowing up a fair amount 
of gear for family outings or sports 
equipment. Rear luggage space has 
been increased to 550 litres and the 
power operated tailgate is standard. 

Standard and optional equipment is 
huge in the Q5. It comes with Xenon 
headlights the LED daytime running 


lights and LED tail lights as standard. 

There's a choice of 18 or 19-inch 
alloys and it comes with electrically 
adjustable heated door mirrors, 
aluminium roof rails and window trim 
plus side and rear windows in heat- 
insulating glass. 

Twin leather heated front seats face 
the Audi virtual cockpit fully digital 
instrument cluster which has an 
optional 12.3inch LCD high resolution 
touch-screen display with navigation, 
phone and entertainment systems 
which are easily accessed. 

The Q5 isn't an off-road motor 
but it can tackle a bit of rough stuff 
and demanding driving routes. It isn't 
short on helpful kit to help cope with 
adverse conditions. 


It comes with independent 
wheel suspension, anti-roll bars, 
electromechanical steering, dual 
circuit brake system, anti-lock 
brake system, electronic brake 
force distribution, traction control, 
stabilisation control, front and rear 
ventilated discs plus other useful 
driving aids. 

As far as the driving experience 
goes I was mighty impressed with the 
performance and handling of the TFSI 
S tronic. 

First impression was the overall 
ride quality which for a motor of this 
size was excellent. It soaked up noise 
from all but the roughest of our badly 
maintained roads and on the move 
the quietness inside is remarkable. 

Despite its size the big Audi holds 
on to tight bends well with very little 
body roll and acceleration through 
the seven-speed auto is smooth with 
no gear-change lurches. 

Braking, even at speed, is gradual 
and effective and acceleration comes 
in smoothly when cruising but gives a 
bit of kick when overtaking is needed. 

Overall I enjoyed my test drive and 
think that Audi has improved what 
was already a top-notch motor which 
should stay near the top of it sector. 

More than 1.6 million Q5s have 
been sold worldwide since its 
introduction in 2008 and the second 
generation is sure to continue to 
attract even more sales.

Increase in sale of used cars - says SMMT 



MORE used cars were sold in the 
UK than ever before in 2016 with 
no fewer than 8.2 million vehicles 
changing hands, according to the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT). 

Sales of pre-owned cars were up 
by 7.3 per cent on the previous year 
and the used car market reflected the 
ongoing changes in new car consumer 
tastes. 

Demand for smaller cars showed no 
sign of slowing. 

Superminis were again the best¬ 
selling body type accounting for more 
than a third of all used car sales while 
sales of used city cars grew 11.5 per 
cent. 

But the popularity of pre-owned 
SUVs' rose fastest - up nearly 17 per 
cent to take an 8.3 per cent share of 
the market. 

Although petrol still leads as the 
used fuel type of choice with more 


than 4.6 million traded, its market 
share fell slightly with sales of used 
alternatively fuelled vehicle and 


diesels growing more. Used AFV 
registrations rose 32.5per cent, while 
diesels increased 11.1 per cent and 


sales of used petrol models grew 4.7 
per cent. 

Reflecting the top-selling new cars 
over the last few years, Britain's best 
selling used car remained the Ford 
Fiesta, closely followed by the Ford 
Focus and Vauxhall Corsa and Astra 
with the Volkswagen Golf the top 
selling non-British brand in fifth place. 

Silver remained the number one 
used car colour choice ahead of black 
and blue, while brown entered the 
top 10 in place of gold. 

Says Mike Hawes, SMMT chief 
executive: "On the back of a record 
2016 for UK new car registrations, it's 
further good news that our used car 
market is in such good health. Strong 
demand is testament to the quality, 
reliability and appeal of cars on sale 
today, with used buyers enjoying 
more choice, more low emission, 
safety and connected technology than 
ever." 


A British-built revolution

I T would be fair to say that the 
Honda Civic was looking a little 
tired and jaded around the edges, 
but enter the all-new tenth generation 
model and it's a whole new ball 
game. 

The latest Civic - built in Britain 
at Honda's Swindon factory - is new 
from the ground up and boasts a 
fresh, sporty design guaranteed to 
turn heads. 

There are two punchy petrol 
engines, a range of trim levels 
and either manual or automatic 
transmissions with prices starting from 
a very competitive £18,335. 

Initially two new petrol engines are 
available. These are a three-cylinder 
1.0-litre 129ps powertrain which can 
deliver combined fuel economy of 
55.4mpg with carbon emissions of 
106g/km. 

Alternatively, the more powerful 
1.5-litre 182ps engine can offer a 
combined 46.3mpg with emissions of 
133g/km. 

The 1.0-litre model is available 
in SE, SR and EX trim levels while 
the 1.5-litre model is available in 
grades Sport, Sport Plus and Prestige. 
Although there is no diesel options at 
the moment we are reliably informed 
one will be introduced next year. 

When it comes to looks, the new 
Civic is a winner all round thanks to 
its dynamic styling, achieved by the 
car's new dimensions. 

The new Civic is 20mm lower, 
30mm wider and 136mm longer 
than the previous version and those 
proportions, along with sweeping light 
clusters, large air intakes, and smart 
alloys certainly give the newcomer a 
more aggressive appearance. 


Move inside and there is a wealth 
of technology to explore with even 
the entry-level models generously 
equipped. 

There is a new seven-inch TFT-LCD 
driver display which is positioned 
within the newly reconfigured 
instrument binnacle. 

Other creature comforts include the 
second-gene rati on Honda CONNECT 
system to link up with multimedia 
devices via Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto. 

There is a wireless smartphone 


charging pad, full navigation 
facilities and a great sound system. 
More upmarket features such as 
leather seats and a glass sunroof 
are introduced on the higher spec 
models. 

Comfort levels within the car are 
high and there is room for five adults 
although taller back seat passengers 
may struggle a little for headroom due 
to the car's sloping roofline. 

Storage options are very impressive 
and Honda claims its boot capacity of 
478 litres is class leading. This can be 


increased to 828 litres with the rear 
seats dropped flat. 

The latest Civic also features 
Honda's safety package, called 
SENSING, across the range which 
includes forward collision warning, 
collision mitigation braking system, 
lane departure warning, road 
departure warning, lane keep assist, 
adaptive cruise control, traffic 
sign recognition, intelligent speed 
assistance and intelligent adaptive 
cruise control which is a useful feature 
that helps to predict cars cutting in 
front of you on motorways and will 
adjust the speed accordingly. 

The 1.0-litre version mated to a six- 
speed manual gearbox is an excellent 
combination and laid to rest any 
reservations about a little three-pot 
engine having enough gusto to power 
the mighty five-door hatchback. 

The car is the most aerodynamic 
Civic to date and that is most 
apparent when it comes to its 
performance. It can corner at pace 
and the lower centre of gravity 
delivers a more engaging experience. 

A new suspension system helps 
to iron out any road surface creases 
and the car is generally well insulated 
against outside noise. This test car was 
priced at £23,725 for range-topping 
EX trim. 

The 1.5-litre Civic in Sport Plus, 
priced at £25,930, features a six- 
speed manual gearbox. 

All in all, the latest Civic is a 
fabulous car. Honda has taken into 
account the car's 40-year heritage 
and brought it bang up too date. 

It looks great, is packed with 
technology, it's competitively priced 
and it handles beautifully.

Motorsport 
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GARY Paffett anticipates an exciting sea¬ 
son ahead as the DTM gets under way 
at Hockenheim this weekend with new 
tyres aimed at improving the spectacle 
for fans and drivers. 

Switching to a softer compound 
tyre means the cars will be consider¬ 
ably quicker over one lap, but the higher 
rate of degradation will provide greater 
opportunities for overtaking and varied 
strategies. 

Mercedes driver Paffett, who has left 
the ART team and rejoined HWA, sees 
the move as a positive development as it 
should lead to more action on the track. 


“We’re going to have to manage the 
tyres a bit more this year,” he said. “It’s 
a positive move. We were getting to the 
stage where there was no tyre manage¬ 
ment at all and there wasn’t much over¬ 
taking. 

“This should create some overtaking, 
but it’s not going to be a lottery - teams 
and drivers will still have control.” 

A ban on tyre heaters should spice 
up the action even more, while other 
changes in the regulations include a 
limitation on radio communications be¬ 
tween the pitlane and drivers, restricted 
use of DRS to encourage more tactical 


usage and points for the fastest three 
drivers in qualifying. 

Thirty-six-year-old Paffett - champion 
in 2005 - expects the three manufactur¬ 
ers, Mercedes, BMW and Audi, to be 
closely matched once again and said 
while he hopes to challenge for the title, 
his main aim is to beat his team-mate. 

“The first goal is to be the lead driver in 
the team,” he continued. “That’s all I can 
control, to be better than my team-mate. 

“It’s also important to be more con¬ 
sistent. Last year I had some races at the 
front and I made it on to the podium but 
I wasn’t consistent enough. I hope to 


improve on that this year because you 
have to be consistently strong to win the 
championship.” 

■Hundon’s Ben Barker will hope he 
and the Gulf Racing team can challenge 
for a place on the podium in their Por¬ 
sche 911RSR in the GTE Am class at the 
Six Hours of Spa race in Belgium this 
weekend. 

■Alexander Sims, from West Wratting, 
is back in action on the other side of 
the Atlantic as the IMSA WeatherTech 
SportsCar Championship resumes at the 
Circuit of the Americas, Texas. The race is 
due to last 2hr 40min on Saturday.
